[1] The inventions set forth in claims 10 and 12 lack 
novelty in the light of documents 1-8 cited in the 
international search report . 

Document 1 discloses naphthalene sulfonamide 
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derivatives that are useful as protein C inhibitors, and 
the compound (33) indicated on page 25 thereof falls 
within the scopes of the compounds that are set forth in 
claim 10 of the present application and of the medicinal 
drugs that comprise said compound as an active ingredient, 
which are set forth in claim 12 of the present 
application. Document 2 discloses naphthalene sulfonamide 
derivatives that are useful as anticoagulants, and tables 
2 and 3 therein indicate compounds that correspond to the 
inventions that are set forth in claims 10 and 12 of the 
present application. Document 3 discloses naphthalene 
sulfonamide derivatives as compounds that are useful in 
relation to immunological diseases and inflammatory 
diseases, and compounds (15) and (3 5) indicated therein 
are the same as the inventions that are set forth in 
claims 10 and 12 of the present application. Document 4 
(tables 1 and 2) indicate naphthalene sulfonamide 
derivatives that are useful as antibacterial agents, and 
said derivatives are the same as the inventions that are 
set forth in claims 10 and 12 of the present application. 
In addition, document 5 (claim 3) , document 6 (example 4 
in table 4), document 7 (compounds (4 9) and (50)) and 
document 8 (example 9) all indicate compounds that fall 
within the scope of the compounds that are set forth in 
claim 10 of the present application. 

[2] The inventions set forth in claims 1-9, 11 and 13 are 
novel and involve an inventive step. 

Documents 9 and 10 disclose compounds that exhibit a 
protein kinase inhibiting activity, which are useful as 
anti-tumor agents; however, they do not disclose or 
suggest compounds with a naphthalene skeleton that 
correspond to the active ingredients for the medicinal 
drugs that are set forth in the present application. 
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
